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Ambassador Young arrives 
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Rhodesians urged 
to okay new plan 


PRETORIA, South Africa (AP) — 
Police hastily removed a sprinkling of 
“Young is our enemy” placards in

before Ambassador Andrew Young and 
British Foreign Secretary David Owen 
met with Prime Minister John Vorster. 
Owen and the American ambassador 
Chinese leaders confident 
Vance briefs Carter 
on journey to Peking 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secretary of 
State Cyrus 
R. 
Vance 
is 
telling 
President Carter that Chinese leaders 
are confident, secure in their power 
and more relaxed than past visitors 
have found them, says a knowledgeable 
administration official. 
“What 
comes back 
from 
China 
reinforces the feeling we had at the 
outset — that this is a very propitious 
time for renewed contact at the highest 
level,” said the official. But he said 
there are no plans for Carter to follow 
Vance to Peking in the near future. 
The informant, who declined to be 
identified, gave an assessment of 
Vance’s report to Carter late Sunday on 
his four-day visit to Peking last week. 
Full 
diplomatic 
recognition 
of 
Peking’s 
communist 
government 
remains at the end of “a long road,” the 
source said. 
“It’s an ultimate goal,” the official 
said, “but results may not be im­ 
mediately apparent.” 
In a statement issued by the White 
House, Vance and the President said 
they 
anticipated 
“additional 
con­ 
structive 
meetings 
... 
(with 
the 
Chinese) in the weeks and months 
ahead.” 
The statement gave no hint of when 
these meetings will be or which of­ 
ficials will participate. It said Carter 
and Vance found the secretary’s trip “a 
good beginning” toward recognizing 
Peking, but added that “it would be 
premature 
... to draw 
firm 
con­ 
clusions.” 
Reagan statements rapped 


Vance’s briefing for the President in 
the Cabinet Room at the White House 
was attended by Vice President Walter 
F. Mondale, Secretary of Defense 
Harold 
Brown 
and 
Zbigiliew 
Brzezinski, the President’s national 
security assistant. 
In addition to U.S. relations with 
China and Japan, they spent three 
hours talking about Southern Africa, 
the Middle East, Carter’s new Panama 
Canal treaty, 
U.S.-Soviet strategic 
arms limitation talks and negotiations 
for a nuclear test ban. 
The administration official declined 
to provide details on those discussions. 
But the official said of Vance’s report 
on China: 
“The Peking leadership is confident 
and it projects a feeling of security, 
indeed of a situation in general which 
one could describe as more relaxed 
than what people who have been there 
in the past have sensed.” 
The informant said Vance’s trip gave 
him “an opportunity to explain to the 
Chinese our policies and courses of 
action and analyses of a number of 
very important areas of the world. 
“From those discussions, the Chinese 
obtained 
a 
much 
clearer 
un­ 
derstanding, and in some specific cases 
I think the results of the discussions left 
them with an increased degree of 
assurance to the extent they are in­ 
terested in our ability, both in terms of 
capability and of will, to act decisively 
around the world in global matters.” 


Carter predicts solons 
will ratify canal pact 
C offee 


to the United Nations sought Vorster’s 
help in 
getting 
Rhodesian 
Prime 
Minister Ian Smith to accept the new 
British-American plan to bring black 
rule to Rhodesia. 
Vorster could probably force Smith 
to accept the plan since South Africa is 
the 
principal 
trade 
partner 
and 
military supplier of Rhodesia’s white 
regime. But the South African leader 
has said repeatedly he would not put 
pressure on the Rhodesian whites 
although he would be willing to point 
out “alternatives” to their policies. 
Owen on his arrival Sunday told 
reporters it is “very strongly in the 
national interests of South Africa” that 
an 
internationally 
acceptable 
set­ 
tlement be reached to end Rhodesia’s 
five-year-old guerrilla war. 
“Anything 
else 
won’t 
end 
the 
violence,” he said. 
Young, 
who 
angered the 
South 
African government by championing 
black civil rights during a two-day visit 
in May, indicated he would keep silent 
on the issue during this visit. He told 
reporters he would “really only have 
time” for the Rhodesian question. 
Young and Owen flew to Johan­ 
nesburg from Lusaka, the Zambian 
capital, after a weekend of intensive 
talks with the militant black Rhodesian 
leaders Joshua Nkomo and Robert 
Mugabe and the presidents of the five 
“front-line” black nations supporting 
the guerrillas. 
The meetings made clear that the 
militant blacks would reject the U.S.- 
British plan unless Smith agrees to the 
disbanding of the Rhodesian army. 
The black leaders want the guerrilla 
armies recognized immediately as the 
only defense force in Rhodesia. 
Although the plan has not been made 
public officially, reports of it say it 
calls for a phased dismantling of the 
Rhodesian army during the transition 
to black rule. Smith rejected this last 
week, but Owen said Sunday: 
“I’ve not interpreted anything he has 
said as 
rejecting looking 
at our 
proposals.” 
The plan also reportedly call for 
disarming of the guerrillas and a 
British administrator-general backed 
by an international peace force to 
supervise an election in which all adult 
blacks and whites would elect a new 
parliament. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Carter 
administration, stepping up its task- 
force drive for ratification of the new 
Panama Canal treaty, says opponent 
Ronald Reagan has raised debate to “a 
more productive level” by focusing on 
alternatives to the treaty now in force. 
Carter predicts the Senate will ratify 
his treaty and says he will use a fireside 
chat to take his campaign for the pact 
to the American people. He said the 
consequences would be very severe if 
the treaty is rejected. 
Announcement of the fireside chat 
came 
as 
Hamilton 
Jordan, 
the 
President’s top political aide, mounted 
an all-out drive for ratification. Jordan 
put assistant Joe Aragon to work on the 
effort and enlisted help from virtually 
every sector. 
Jordan heads a task force to win the 
67 Senate votes needed for approval. 
Political and business leaders who 
have helped Carter efforts in the past 
are being summoned to briefings and 
dispatched 
back 
to 
states 
with 
wavering senators. 
White House officials see Reagan’s 
call for “alternative courses of action” 
that would “recognize the aspirations 
of the Panamanian people” as an end to 
his demand that the United States’ 
present 
treaty 
with 
Panama 
be 
maintained intact. 
“Even Gov. Reagan is saying the 
status quo is not a real alternative,” 


one administration official said Sun­ 
day. “That leaves the question: Are we 
better off ratifying our new treaty or 
tearing up the past 13 years of 
negotiating and starting the process 
anew?” 
The official, who declined to be 
identified, said he was reporting the 
views of Carter and his top foreign 
policy advisers. 
“Reagan has elevated the debate to a 
higher and more productive level,” the 
official said. “Now we’ll deliberate 
alternatives to the terms in the treaty. 
It won’t be a matter of dreams, like 
keeping the status quo, versus reality, 
which says we can’t.” 
Actually, 
there 
are 
two 
new 
agreements, one to yield control of the 
canal in the year 2000, and the other to 
guarantee the permanent neutrality of 
the waterway along with the right of 
the United States to keep it open and 
secure. 
The agreements are to be signed here 
Sept. 7, before the Senate takes up the 
pact. The signing ceremony, designed 
to whip up enthusiasm, will be attended 
by the presidents of South American 
countries including Chile, Argentina 
and the Dominican Republic as well as 
the vice president of Brazil. 
Most public opinion polls reflect 
voter opposition to the treaty. The 
White House is waiting for a poll of its 
own to use in its efforts.

Purchaser has no immediate plans 
Dice tract brings $3,325 
per acre at auction sale 


The 130.86-acre farm belonging to the 
estate of Jean Howat Dice was sold at 
public auction Saturday for a total of 
$435,109.50. 
The 
farm 
which 
borders 
the 
Washington C H. Country Club was 
purchased by Mr.and Mrs. Dan Kelley 
of 675 Anderson Road. Richard Snyder 
of 8787 Washington-Waterloo Road is 
reportedly a minority partner with the 
Kelleys. 
Kelley, the owner of Dan Kelley 
Electric, said he had no immediate 
plans for the acreage. 
“TTiere’s a great deal of interest from 
many different parties for the future 
possibilities of the Dice land,” Kelley 


said following the auction. “Decisions 
requiring considerable thought and 
long range planning have to be made.” 
The tract of land had drawn con­ 
siderable interest both locally and from 
out of state, and it is considered to be a 
prime development area. 
There were six other bidders for the 
tract of land which sold for $3,325 an 
acre. The Washington Country Club 
was one party represented in the 
bidding. 
Tile farm had been in the Dice family 
for over IOO years and the tract was 
appraised at $4,000 an acre. 
Currently the land is being rented to 
a local farmer. The lease expires on 


March I. 
Buildings on the tract include a five- 
room modern home, a 36-by-60-foot 
barn with an attached implement shed, 
and a 60-by-78-foot shed.

Lance, Carter meet on budget matter 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Bert Lance, 
accused of lacking the qualifications to 
be budget director, is meeting with the 
President to discuss a budget matter. 
how much the government can afford 
to pay its employes. 
Lance, director of the Office of 
Management 
and 
Budget, 
was 
scheduled to meet with President 
Carter today in the Oval Office at the 
White House. An aide said Carter 
summoned Lance and two other ad­ 
visers to talk about budgeting pay for 
civil servants. 
The 
other 
advisers 
are 
Labor 
Secretary Ray Marshall and Chairman 
Alan Campbell of the Civil Service 
Commission. 
The meeting came one day after Sen. 
William Proxmire, who cast the lone 
vote against confirming Lance as 
budget director, said he would like to 
see Lance replaced — but that Lance 
should not resign at this time. 
Proxmire spoke Sunday on CBS-TV’s 
“Face the Nation.” 
On the other hand, Rep. Henry 
Reuss, 
chairman 
of 
the 
House 


Currency and Banking Committee, 
said Lance should continue in his job. 
Reuss. a Wisconsin Democrat, said 
during a visit to Salt Lake City that 
Lance broke no laws — although there 
should be laws against some of the 
things he did. 
“I wouldn’t say he should resign, but 
of course if I had my way he wouldn’t 
be head of the Office of Management 
and Budget,” said Proxmire, also a 
Wisconsin Democrat and head of the 
Senate banking committee 
Noting the current controversy over 
Lance’s financial dealings as a Georgia 
banker, Proxmire said: “If Mr. Lance 
should leave now, there might be a 
feeling he was drummed out for a lack 
of integrity, and he’s a man of high 
integrity. But I do hope there might be 
a time when Mr Lance can step aside.” 
In 
an 
investigation 
of 
Lance’s 
dealings in recent years, the U.S. 
comptroller of the currency reported 
Aug. 18 that he had found what he 
called unsound banking practices, but 
cleared 
Lance 
of 
any 
criminal 
wrongdoing. 


An Associated Press report last week 
disclosed that Lance pledged the same 
collateral for separate loans from two 
different banks 
White House Press 
Secretary Jody Powell called it an 
innocent mistake. 
The New York Times reported in its 
Sunday editions that Lance apparently 
failed to disclose all of his financial 
holdings and debts in a net-worth 
statement submitted to the Senate 
Governmental 
Affairs 
Committee 
before 
it 
began 
his 
confirmation 
hearings in January. 
Robert W. Dietsch, Lance’s chief 
spokesman, denied the assertion and 
said 
Lance 
“completely 
disclosed 
everything that was required of him” 
by President Carter and by the com­ 
mittee. 
Lance, in an interview with CBS 
News, made his own denial: “I’m the 
most fully disclosed fellow around 
anywhere that I know about. This is 
just one more situation that’s bringing 
up the same old thing again, again and 
again.” 
Scientists debate Laetrile use 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- Federal 
officials are mapping plans this week 
for conducting case studies of several 
hundred cancer patients who claim the 
controversial 
substance 
Laetrile 
helped them. 
The officials believe the patients’ 
experiences 
will 
confirm 
their 
diagnosis that the purported cancer 
cure is worthless. 
They said, however, that if the 
review does not conclusively support 
their stand, the government would 
consider testing Laetrile for the first 
time on volunteer cancer patients. 
The director of the National Cancer 
Institute, Dr. Arthur C. Upton, said 
Sunday the government will decide how 
to pick the cases it will review in a 
meeting among representatives of his 
agency, 
the 
Food 
and 
Drug 
Administration and the Center for 
Disease Control. 
He did not say when the meeting will 
be held. 
Warning that the government still 
sees 
no 
evidence 
of 
Laetrile’s 
usefulness, Upton said, “the only basis 
on which one would decide to do a trial 
comes from anecdotal information 
about patients who have received the 
drug” — in other words, the patients’ 
own stories. 


Upton was questioned on NBC’s 
“Meet the Press.” 
Laetrile is banned from shipment 
across state lines by federal law. A 
dozen states have legalized its sale, 
however. 
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Upton’s deputy, Dr. Guy R. Newell, 
said public pressure played a part in 
the decision to study human cases. 
In a telephone interview Sunday 
night, Newell said the planned review 
hopes to “collect cases of people who 
have been treated (with Laetrile) to 
collect objective information, so we can 
determine whether there are some 
bona fide remissions.” 
The government has said its reviews 
of Laetrile supporters’ claims show the 
proponents “do not provide the kinds of 
adequate and self-controlled studies 
needed to show the effectiveness of a 
drug .. .” 
Newell said the government may 
study X'-rays, slides and charts of 
several hundred patients who used 
Laetrile. 


Investigators would try to confirm 
that the patients actually had cancer, if 
their tumors were reduced and whether 
they had conventional cancer therapy 
that could have been responsible for the 
change.

British airport strike ends 
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LONDON 
(AP) 
— 
Assistant 
air 
traffic controllers end their four-day 
strike at six of Britain’s seven major 
airports at midnight tonight. They 
planned to resume a slowdown at 
London's two airports and appealed to 
French 
and 
Spanish 
controllers 
already on a slowdown to coordinate 
with them. 
Assistant controllers at Prestwick, 
the Scottish airport that handles much 
trans-Atlantic air traffic, said they 
would continue on strike. 
Strike leaders said if the French and 
Spanish controllers join forces with 
them, they could pose a “powerful new 
threat” 
to air traffic 
in 
Western 
Europe. But air traffic has continued 
although the Spanish controllers began 


their slowdown a year ago, the French 
began theirs on Friday, and the British 
strikers staged a 10-day slowdown at 
London’s 
Heathrow 
and 
Gatwick 
airports for IO days before they struck 
last Thursday. 
Leaders of the French air con­ 
trollers’ union were to meet today to 
decide their response to the British 
strikers’ call. 


British Airways reported “a gradual 
improvement in the situation” Sunday, 
the third day of the strike. 


“Flights are being maintained by 
cancelling lightly booked flights and 
filling up other aircraft,” a spokesman 
for the Civil Aviation Authority at 
Heathrow said. 


“We’re also being helped by the fact 
up to 50 per cent of passengers have 
heeded appeals to find other means of 
transportation 
over 
the 
holiday 
weekend.” 


Officials at Heathrow reported 40 per 
cent of the airport’s scheduled flights 
were canceled Sunday. British Airways 
said it scrapped 69 of its 460 flights. 


All the controllers want more money. 
The British assistants are demanding a 
20-per-cent pay hike agreed to in 1975, 
before all major unions agreed on a 10- 
per-cent ceiling on pay increases as an 
anti-inflation measure. The agreement 
expired at the end of July, but the 
goverment is trying to hold the 10-per­ 
cent line. 


Suggested dos and.don'ts listed

Talk to 
older children and make them partners 
in the effort to help younger brothers 
Lottery winners target 


in happiness research 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - If you 
become an overnight millionaire by 
winning a lottery, you may jump for 
joy, but researchers believe you may 
also find it hard to rise and shine for 
breakfast. 
That is one conclusion of a Nor­ 
thwestern University study on hap­ 
piness, one of several presented at the 
American Psychological Association’s 
85th annual meeting here Sunday. 
The study, by graduate student Dan 
Coates and two professors, focused on 
three groups: winners of the Illinois 
state lottery, who had suddenly come 
into between $50,000 and $1 million; 
accident victims who were nearly or 
totally paralyzed, 
and 
a 
“control 
group” of people who led everyday 
lives. 
The theory being tested was that the 
lottery winners would find simple 
activities — eating breakfast or talking 
with friends — less pleasant by com­ 
parison with their recent great luck. 
The accident victims were expected to 
find more pleasure in these simple joys 
than the control group because of the 
tragedy coloring the rest of their lives. 
Coates reported that the lottery 
subjects felt good about winning and 
about the changes it made in their 


lives. But, he added, “Lottery winners 
were not happier than controls in 
general and took less pleasure on the 
average than controls in a variety of 
ordinary events.” 
Accident victims, he said, “are less 
happy than controls in general, and 
tend also to take less pleasure in or­ 
dinary events.” 
This did not really contradict the 
theory 
that 
happiness 
is relative, 
though, said Coates; it was merely that 
the paraplegics compared the present 
state of affairs with their past lives 
before being injured. 
Another researcher, Dr. Margaret 
Gatz of the University of Maryland, 
reported on a group of workers trained 
to help poor people in a low-income 
urban area. The workers expressed 
more dissatisfaction with their lives 
than the down-and-out residents they 
were assisting. 
“What interested us was that it was 
the community workers — successful, 
actively involved individuals who score 
high on coping ability — who expressed 
the most dissatisfaction,” said Dr. 
Gatz. 
She 
said 
this 
was 
contrary 
to 
previous findings about the relation­ 
ship of competence to happiness.

—Do answer all questions honestly. 
You can help ease a child’s uncertainty 
by telling him how long the school year 
lasts, how many hours he will be away 
from home each day and how he will 
get to and from class. If you try to 
reassure the child by lying — telling 
him it won’t last very long, for example 
— he will only be more upset when he 
learns the truth. 
—If both parents will be working, 
arrange for before and after school 
care and make sure the child knows 
exactly what the setup is. Again, 
knowing the details of what’s ahead 
makes a child feel more secure. 
—Do see if your school system runs 
orientation sessions for parents and 
first-time pupils to familiarize the 
youngsters with staff members and 
physical facilities. 
—Don’t give the impression that the 
child has a choice about going to school. 
If your youngster announces, “They 
can’t make m e go to school,” respond 
calmly, but firmly. Let the child know 
you understand his concern, but take a 
positive attitude: You believe he can 
handle the situation. 
—Do let the child know you support 
him and understand the effort he’s 
making. Give the child some control 
over the situation. Ask which clothes he 
would like to wear on the first day of 
school. Or what he’d like in his lunch 
box. 
—Do 
make 
transportation 
plans 
clear. If the child is going to walk, go 
over the route once or twice before 
classes begin or accompany him to and 
from school for the first few days. 
Check to see if there are other neigh­ 
borhood children with whom he can 
walk. If the child will be picked up by 
bus, point out the kind of bus he’ll be 
using, if possible, take a bus ride before 
the first day of school. 
—Don’t 
drag 
out 
farewells 
by 
walking into the classroom and stan­ 
ding around while the child gets seated. 
This may lead to tears which gets the 
child off on the wrong foot and can 
prompt teasing by other children. Say 
goodby at home or in the school yard. If 
you are taking the child to the bus, let 
him board by himself.

mausoleum where Presley is buried. 
The newspaper said the quantity of 
explosives appeared insufficient 
to 
carry out the job. 
“Ail we can give you at this tim e,” 
said Molnar, “is that four parties were 
arrested at about 12:21 a.m. on Elvis 
Presley Boulevard near the Forest 
Hills Cemetery. All I can say is for 
attempted burglary. They are under 
investigation by the homicide squad.” 
Molnar said that as far as he knew, 
no extortion threats had been made. He 
would not explain why the homicide 
squad was given the case. 
Asked whether the arrests had to do 
with Presley’s grave, Molnar said,

Saving water at home 


Drought has hit hard in California, 
and there is little prom ise of early 
relief. Some other parts of the 
country also have been feeling the 
pinch of w ater shortages. This, and 
the spread of information about 
w ater supply questions, has let to 
widespread interest in 
ways of 
conserving w ater at home. 


Even in places where supplies are 
m ore or less norm al at present, 
people are exchanging ideas about 
how to use less w ater - and trying 
them out. But it is naturally in the 
actual w ater shortage areas this is 
being done with the greatest sense of 
urgency. 


In Los Angeles, 
for example, 
where for the first tim e m andatory 
home w ater rationing is in effect. An 
ordinance requires a IO per cent 
cutback in residential w ater use. 
Recently the Los Angeles Times 
sum m ed up expert advice as to what 


householders can do to reduce w ater 
consumption. Such a summing-up of 
ideas often suggested strikes us as 
being of general interest. 
Item : “Wash only full loads in 
your 
dishwasher 
and 
washing 
m achine.” 
Elim inating 
one 
full 
cycle daily for each of these ap­ 
pliances can save a household as 
much as 76 gallons of w ater. 
Item : “ Add w ater-displacem ent 
devices to your toilet tank.” Such a 
device can reduce w ater use by a 
gallon per flushing - and on the 
average that am ounts to a saving of 
five gallons per person daily. 
Item : “ Add a flow-restrictor to 
your shower head, or take shallow 
baths.” On the average this can save 
as much as 27 gallons per bath, or 
17>2 gallons per shower. 
Item : “ Use w ater m ore efficiently 
outdoors.” 
Don’t 
hose 
down 
sidewalks or driveways; don’t over­ 
w ater lawns and gard en s; wash your 


car with w ater in buckets, not with a 
free-running 
hose. 
Though 
the 
savings vary considerably depen­ 
ding on the size of a yard, they can 
be substantial. 


Item : “ Modify your shaving and 
tooth-brushing habits.” This may 
sound silly - until one realizes that up 
to IO gallons may go down the drain 
if you let the w ater run while 
brushing your teeth, from IO to 40 
gallons while shaving. Using a glass 
of w ater for tooth-brushing, a basin- 
full for shaving, will save IO to 50 
gallons a day per person. 


A little arithm etic suggests that 
what w e’re talking about is a cut in 
w ater consumption on the order of 
200 to 300 gallons a day, con­ 
servatively figured, for a household 
of four. Multiplied by the num ber of 
fam ilies in town, that comes out to 
an eye-opening total. And oh, yes: 
By all m eans fix leaks.

If that isn’t an alm ost exact replica of 
the sort of corporate state thinking that 
one finds in the m em orabilia of H itler’s 
economic “genius,” H jalm ar Horace 
Greeley Schacht, this column will eat 
at least one of F reem an’s 21 volumes.

Ohio Perspective 
Rhodes conserving 
support for vetoes 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — To con­ 
serve his support for vetoes of m ajor 
legislation, Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes has 
perm itted 15 bills to become law this 
year without his signature. 
Few er than half a dozen bills were 
allowed to become law that way during 
Rhodes’ first two years in office, as the 
governor vetoed 23 m easures outright 
and p arts of eight others. 
But 
that was before 
D em ocrats 
gained a veto-proof m ajority in the 
Ohio G eneral Assembly. 
During the first seven months of this 
session, Rhodes vetoed only four bills. 
His line-item vetoes of sections of the 
budget and election day registration 
law w ere overridden. But Democratic 
leaders have not yet called for override 
votes on bills providing job protection 
for teachers and 
redistricting 
the 
Hamilton County Municipal Court to 
ensure election of a black judge. 
Rhodes says the assem bly has sent 
him “ better quality” legislation, but he 
concedes it would be futile, in the face 
of the D em ocratic num bers, to reject 
every item that he is not in complete 
agreem ent with. 
The strategy then is to carefully 
select issues on which Republican 


support is solid and a few Democratic 
cross-over votes might be captured, 
rather than veto every objectionable 
bill only to be overridden by the 
D em ocratic m ajority. 
Rhodes, who is allowed IO days to 
sign or veto legislation, can let the 10- 
day period expire and take no action. 
The bill in question becomes law, but 
the governor is not on record as en­ 
dorsing it. 
“ He’s being more discretionary in his 
vetoes and m ore tem perate,” agrees 
Senate M ajority Leader Oliver Ocasek, 
D-27 Akron. 
The most dram atic exam ple of the 
Republican 
governor’s 
new 
tem ­ 
peram ent occurred last week when he 
decided not to disturb a controversial 
budget language bill that lays down 
“ legislative intent” for spending the 
state’s $13 billion budget. 
“ I do this in the spirit of cooperation 
with the General A ssem bly...,” Rhodes 
said in a m essage announcing his 
decision. “ I do it also in the interest of 
preventing further litigation arising out 
of legislation passed by the General 
Assem bly.”

Ohio Perspective 
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Congressional redistricting measure drawing opposition 


CO LUM BUS, Ohio (A P ) — A Senate- 
passed bill creating new congressional 
districts in Ohio more to Democrats’ 
advantage, is drawing opposition from 
incumbent Democratic congressmen. 


Steubenville Rep. Douglas Applegate 
(18th 
D istrict), 
accused 
state 
legislators of his own party of “ blatant 
politics” and said he is totally opposed. 


Applegate said Democrats Donald J. 
Pease of Oberlin (13th D istrict), John 


F. Seiberling of Akron (14th D istrict), 
and Charles J. Carney, Youngstown 
(19th D istrict) are also against it. 
Ohio’s Republican congressmen, who 
dominate the current delegation 13-10, 
also are fighting the plan—not only 
because of what it would do to their own 
reelection chances, but for what it 
would do to their party’s sagging 
fortunes. 
The Democratic opposition is best 
explained by the disruption the bill 


would bring to the incumbents’ own 
districts. 
That’s because any redistricting plan 
comes off like a big jigsaw puzzle that 
has 
a 
domino 
effect 
on 
existing 
districts, when implemented. 
As sent to the House in Ju ly, the bill 
by Sen. Marigene Valiquette, D-ll 
Toledo, would cost Applegate part of 
his native Columbiana County, and 
give him some new territory where he 
never has run as a candidate. 


Mostly, the same kind of reasons are 
cited by incumbents of both parties and 
by cities and counties accustomed to 
their 
existing 
districts 
and 
the 
congressmen 
who 
serve 
them. 
Columbiana County doesn’t want to 
become “ the tail end of some other 
district,” Applegate said.

to write 1,500-word paper 


KENT, Ohio (A P) - A Kent State 
University English professor, arrested 
while protesting a campus construction 
project, will write a 1,500-word paper 
on the philosophy of civil disobedience 
rather than go to jail for his acts. 
The homework was assigned to Prof. 
Edward McGehee on Saturday when 
visiting Municipal Court Judge James 
De Vinne gave him 30 days to write the 
composition on why he defied a court 
order to oppose construction of a 
gymnasium annex near the site of 1970 
campus shootings. 
“ Those of us who hold office, cer­ 
tainly in this day and age. should be 
held to a higher degree of moral ac­ 
countability,” the judge said following 
a hearing in nearby Ravenna. 
McGehee, 58, was among 23 persons 
who entered no contest pleas to charges 
of criminal trespass stemming from a 
mass arrest of dissenters. They were 
arrested while occupying the con­ 
struction site on Ju ly 29. 
McGehee said Sunday that in the 
thesis, he would stress his viewpoint 
that murder was committed when four 


students were slain May 4,1970 as Ohio 
National Guardsmen shot into a group 
of antiwar demonstrators, woulding 
another nine. 
“ I told the judge that the six KSU 
trustees who won’t do anything about 
moving the gym are the ones who 
should be in court, not those who are 
protesting the gym site,” McGehee 
said. 
The professor was the only defendant 
required to write a thesis for punish­ 
ment. The rest were sentenced to 30 
days in jail and fined $250. with $150 of 
the fine and any further jail time 
suspended. 


Judge De Vinne, who was visiting 
from East Cleveland, told McGehee to 
write about “ the ideas of the right to 
dissent and the moral act you’ve un­ 
dertaken in this case.” 
Eight of the 23 persons who pleaded 
no contest Saturday had been arrested 
earlier on a contempt charge for oc­ 
cupying the construction site. Forty- 
seven of the 68 persons arrested on Ju ly 
29 have now been sentenced.

The Agriculture Department says 
farm workers in Alaska earn an 
average of $4.86 an hour, compared 
with $3.50 in California — the highest in 
the continental United States. Hawaii is 
second in the country at $4.32 an hour. 
On a national average, hired farm 
workers this summer made $2.77 an 
hour, up from $2.53 a year ago, ac­ 
cording to a quarterly survey made by 
the 
USDA’s 
Statistical 
Reporting 
Service. 
The wage figures for Alaska were the 
first for the state, officials said. Only 
830 paid farm workers were reported in 
Alaska, compared with 296,000 in 
California and 17,700 in Hawaii. 
As devised by USD A, the wage rates 
involve different methods of payments 
such as piece work and jobs that in­ 
clude perquisites such as room and 
board. Allowances are made for those 
benefits in converting all wages to 
hourly rates. 


The lowest wage rate paid to farm 
workers in the 48 contiguous states was 
$2.01 an hour this summer in West 
Virginia to 6,300 workers, according to 
the survey. That was down from an 
average of $2.18 a year ago. 
But the commonwealth of Puerto 
Rico showed the lowest of all American 
possessions, averaging $1.69 an hour 
for 32,000 hired farm workers, up from 
$1.61 a year ago. 


In all, there were 1,858,000 paid 
workers on U.S. farms when the survey 
was made the week of July 10-16, the 
report said. That was a decline from 
2,063,400 workers a year ago. Cutbacks 
in acreages of some crops and changes 
in crops and livestock enterprises 
contributed to the decline. Drought also 
has been a factor in some major areas 
of the country.

“What we’re doing is parodying 
every conceivable television form, 
from sitcoms to ‘Sunrise Semester,’ 
everything we can lay our hands on,” 
he said. “I tell you, it’s an unlimited 
field.” 
Speaking by phone from the Windy 
City, he said each show’s satirical and 
just plain off-the-wall skits all are 
written by the series’ featured — and 
relatively unknown — players.

“There’s a whole new generation of 
viewers out there now who were 
brought up on ‘Laugh-In,’ ‘That Was 
the Week That Was,’ even ‘Sesame 
Street,’ with quick, fast humor that 
short-cuts 
the 
(story) 
exposition 
required in situation comedies,” he 
said. 
“They 
don’t 
demand 
continuing 
characters in the same way audiences 
did before, and that’s sort of a trend in 
humor now.” 
He cited the non sequitur jesting of 
‘Monty Python’s Flying Circus” as a 
prime example of the kind of tom­ 
foolery young urban audiences now 
seem to prefer when they turn on the 
tube. 
“I think in many cases the television 
audience is underestimated in this 
sense," he said. “I suspect the situation 
comedy might be in for a little heavier 
going from now on.” 
If the show — taped in Toronto 
because it cost less to make there — 
clicks with viewers and reviewers, he 
said, production on another 26 episodes 
will start in May. 


Women's leader 


linked to spies

Karen 
DeCrow was linked by the FBI in 1953 
to a group trying to save condemned 
spies Ethel and Julius Rosenberg but 
the former head of the National 
Organization for Women says she was 
just 15 and interested in “clothes, boys 
and cashmere sw eaters” then. 
Ms. DeCrow learned of the Rosen­ 
berg link in 44 pages of heavily cen­ 
sored FBI files on her that she obtained 
through the Freedom of Information 
Act. 
Ms. DeCrow, a Syracuse, 
N.Y., 
lawyer, says “my memory of myself 
(in 1953) is that I was completely 
nonpolitical ... it’s possible someone 
came up to me in the schoolyard and 
asked me to sign a petition but I don’t 
recall anything like that.” 
The memo also said that a suspected 
security risk whose name was deleted, 
“received correspondence from Karen 
Lipschultz” 
(Ms. 
DeCrow’s 
name 
before she married) in 1955. She said 
she knows of no New York political 
figures to whom she would have been 
writing at the age of 17. 
Several of the memos concern Ms. 
DeCrow’s 1969 and 1970 activities in the 
women’s 
movement, 
primarily 
in 
Syracuse, but there were no entries for 
the years she was NOW’s president. 
Ms. DeCrow said her files show “the 
most incredible waste of the taxpayer’s 
money” in compiling such information.

Archbishop Karl Alter, who served 19 
years as leader of a half million 
Catholics in the archdiocese of Cin­ 
cinnati. 
He died last week at age 92 in a 
Cincinnati hospital. 
Archbishop Joseph L. Bernardin, 
who now heads the archidiocese of 
Cincinnati and its 19-county area, will 
be joined in the pontical Mass of 
Christian burial by Archbishop Edward 
A. McCarthy of Miami, Fla., and

Cleveland. 
Archbishop Alter, a native of Toledo, 
Ohio, was installed by Pope Pius XII as 
archbishop of Cincinnati in 1950 and 
served until 1969. 
He played an important role in 
establishment of The Catholic Hour, a 
nationally-broadcast 
radio 
program 
which began in the late 1920s. 
He broke precedent in Cincinnati on 
April 7, 1968 when he presided at an 
ecumenical prayer service held in 
memory of Dr. Martin Luther King. A 
Jewish rabbi and a Protestant minister 
joined in the memorial service, part of 
which was nationally televised.
